Then there is Mrs. Linnie 
Stinson of Sandy Hook, who 
due to arthritis has been an 
invalid many years. To make 
the hours more pleasant — and 
«he herself continues to he a 
happy, pleasant woman despite 
her illness—she writes letters. 

When her illness claimed the 
use of her right hand, she re¬ 
verted to her left hand, not 
only learning to print but also 
learning how to use a pushing 
stroke whereas she had pulled 
her pen in a normal writing 
stroke. She lives at Route 1, 
Sandy Hook, Ky. 

A letter today does not have 
to be a flowery worded, pages- 
long communication, but can 
be a brief message asking about 
one’s family history or a thank 
you ... or a few words of 
encouragement and joy to an 
aged person or an invalid. 

It is the older readers—and 
letter writers—who have the 
knowledge of the past to impart 
to today’s generation. A note 
to an oldtimer might bring the 
information wanted and at the 
same time give the aged one

WEST LIBERTY. Ky.—There 
was a time when letter writing 
was a fine art. The writer 
would, in his own words, “sit 
myself down with pen in hand 
to answer your most kind and 
welcome letter. This finds me 
well . . .” 

Today’s writer of letters does 
not dwell so long on the intro¬ 
ductory phrases and seldom 
writes in that beautiful and 
graceful Spencerian script, hut 
manages to convey his message 
! in fewer words, and most fre- 
i qi ently it is typewritten. 

This is not to say this gene¬ 
ration is a generation of letter 
writers. In reply to a letter 
written to James Still, one of 
Kentucky's best creative writ¬ 
ers, Still wrote that in his opin¬ 
ion letter wrting is a lost art. 
Since so few people take time 
to write he said he was taking 
up the subject in one of his 
literature classes at Morehead 
State University and was read- 
'ng the original letter to his 
;lass as an example of the art. 

One of many letter writers 
who enjoyed this column’s ac¬ 
count of “Frontier Love Story” 
and the romance of the Widow 
Lindon and Joseph Little was 
Clyde F. Brown, Route 2, Ow- 
ingsville, Ky. 

Brown worked for Trimble 
Wholesale Grocery Co. in Mt. 
Sterling for two years prior to 
World War I. Brown recalled 
that the patriarch of the elan, 
J. Green Trimble (who in his 
early nineties in 1911 first told 
about the frontier love story), 
continued to be brought to his 
place of business each day. 

The weather, wrote Brown, 
was rarely a factor in keeping 
the aged gentleman from the 
grocery company office. 

“He arrived each weekday 
morning in a horse drawn car¬ 
riage to sit at the desk, go 
through the morning mail and 
do letter writing till near noon,” 
Brown said. 

“He walked with the aid of 
crutches, but his movements 
were brisk and his mind keen. 
Nelson Trimble was attentive 
and considerate of his father's 
comfort, as were the other sons, 
greeting ‘Pa’ each day and 
talking with him for a time. 
Their conversations inevitably 
included Broadhead, Hazel 
Green, Quicksand and other 
towns of that region.” 

Another letter writer men¬ 
tions a nearby region. Mabel 
Singhurse of Route 24, Terre 
Haute, Ind., writes that “my 
grandmother McCammon lived 
10 miles north of London, Ky., 
and about five miles north of 
East Bernstadt on Hazel Brush ; 
Creek at Patton Springs. 

“My great grandmother 
cooked for travelers who used 
the traces—Boone and Skaggs. ! 
The North and South see-sawed 
over this crossing until my peo¬ 
ple gave up after one side rip 
ped their featherbeds and took 
all their provisions.

City of West Liberty give free 
parking spaces to members of 
the jury during court sessions.

It was a long, hard struggle, 
but we finally made it on June 
1, 1792_ and Kentucky became 
the fifteenth of the young Unit¬ 
ed States of America. 

It took 10 conventions, beg¬ 
inning with the first at Danville 
in 1784. to wrap up the formal 
admission. As the Virginia his- 
torial, Mann Butler, has record¬ 
ed: 

"\or can there in the whole 
history of American Govern¬ 
ment he found a career of such 
multiplied disappointments and 
abortive assemblies as the lab¬ 
ors of Kentucky to be admitted 
into the Union.” 

The first convention had to 
concern itself with repelling 
Indian attacks but through that 
and all the other pre-statehood 
conventions, Kentuckians de¬ 
monstrated deep regard for es¬ 
tablished law and did not take 
the available short cuts to in¬ 
dependence from Virginia. 

Virginia, incidentally, was 
far less than pleased about giv¬ 
ing up her "Western territory” 
hut the Kentuckians persisted 
in their petitions to the Vir¬ 
ginia Legislature rejecting var¬ 
ious extra-legal courses u’hich 
they might have taken. 

James Monroe did not believe 
Kentucky needed a separate 
government until lie visited 
here in 1785. Thomas Jefferson 
opposed our statehood, contend 
ing Virginia had been liberal 
to give us representation in her 
Legislature in 1776 and saying 
that separation would diminish 
Virginia's prestige. This latter 
view proved correct. 

It should be remembered tha*, 
in our early days, the Virginia 
capitals — first Williamsburg 
and then Richmond — were 
many days distant from the 


Kentucky settlements. Kentuc¬ 
kians even had to forego cour 
appeals because they could not 
'ravel that far to make them. 
Vnd further, Virginia politicians 
to the east were passing law* 
which had little applicability 
and drew little approval in Ken 
•«!cky. Worst of all, Virgini; 
axes were beriming obnoxious 
•specially since Kentuckians 
were the ones holding the ter 
ritory against the Indians with 
little help from Virginia. Vt 
the third convention in 1785 
General James Wilkinson arous¬ 
ed the delegates with his asser¬ 
tion that there was no differ¬ 
ence between Great Britain's 
colonial taxes and those being 
imposed by Virginia. 

Wilkinson later shipped his 
tobacco down the Mississippi, 
selling it to the Spanish in New 
Orleans lor $9.50 a hundred 
pounds compared with the Ken- 
lucky price of $2.50. 

Returning to Kentucky hv sea 
v i a Philadelphia, Wilkinson 
showed up in Lexington with a 
coach and four, a store of mer¬ 
chandise and a coffle of slav¬ 
es. He had concocted a deal 
with the Spanish by which they 
would annex Kentucky and he 
would have the privilege of en¬ 
gaging in trade, duty free, be¬ 
tween Kentucky and New Or¬ 
leans. 

With ail the maneuverirgs, a 
poem in the Kentucky Gazette 
said the plots being devised for 
the Danville conventions ‘‘were 
forged in hades under the sup¬ 
ervision of his Satanic Majesty.” 

John Brown exposed the 
Spanish conspiracy in the sev¬ 
enth contention and Virginia, 
determined to keep Kentucky 
out of Spanish hands, moved a- 
long with steps to permit state-

This means, he said in 
effect, that the states will still j 
get money from the Federal j 
Government for carrying on 
Extension work. The amount 
would be equal to that received 
in 1970-71, with provisions for 
increases in future years. 

He said, however, that vir¬ 
tually everyone opposes this 
part of the hill, stating that any 
substantial reduction in the ag- 
ricultural programs conducted 
by the Extension Service could 
endanger the capacity of the 
United States to produce food 
and maintain quality and safety 
of food products for an increas¬ 
ing population.
